His run of bad luck began a few days 
ufter tuking office on | Muy when he 
raised his and lıis depuly’s siıluries fron 
DM 7,333 to DM 8,757, plus DM 1,000 
in fringe benefits. 

This raise (as well as (lte increased ius- 
sistants’ salaries) has since been rescinul- 
ed by Lhe interior ministry, 

When Kiesl subsequently demanded 
that cily councillors wear fies during 
meetings, mockerly began to spreud. 

Ever since, Kiesl has hud to put Up 


the street afler the war, the underdogs of 
the nation’s Jestiny. This has frequently 
earned him ‘arcusations of looking after: 
the interests of the East German regime, 

1n early 1977 he gave a Spiegel inter 
view in which he touched upon the sen- 
sitive issue of German citizenship. But, 
what might have appearéd ag leading a 
hand to .East Germany waş mlher a 
(pravacalive and unavailing) attempt at 
bringing some movenıent indo rigid 
German-German relations.

In 1973, Pina Bauseh, the wicked fairy 
of German ballet, desrended like a 
thunderbolt upon the classical-romantic 
Wuppertal theatre paradise and ended 
the idyll of [airy tules. Where once radi 
anl princesses had been carried in the 
amıs of handsome princes, innocent 
young girls were now dragged across the 
stage by their hair, whirled through the 
air, ırown against walls and taped.

H cilelberg test pilot Dieter Schmitt, 
S54, on 19 August became lhe first 
man to cross the Norlh Pole in ù single 
engined aircraft. 

Jt took him 32 hours 33 minutes. lie 
sef out from Anchorage, Alaska, at 9.01 
hours Central European Time on Friday 
morning and landed at' Ricm airport, 
Munich lute on Saturday afternoon. 

Schmitt wus not only the first lo 
make the crossing; he also sel new 
speed and distance records for single- 
engined enaft. 

His Becchcraft normally has û rınge 
of £000 miles on 180 litres of fuel (471, 
US or 40 Imperial gallons), but Schmitt 
took on 1,350 litres (356 US or 297 Im- 
periùl gullons). 

It was only just enough for his $,200- 
kilometre {S,125-mile) record-breaking 
flight. When he touched down in Mu- 
nich he had enough fuel left for another 
20 minutos.
